“ The first of the children raptured 
and resowd in the last Apache war was 
Santiago MeKin. The ofh«rwas a little 
10-year-old Mexican girl, Anirf taC’ba- 
vcz. On June 2 0, 
n detachment 
of Mexican tr« o y s si.i prised C!w f G< ron- 
imo's ! and *10 utiles petitheast of Mug- 
dalena, in Sonera. Fe tttdden was their 
attack that the Indians fl«d, scattering 
to coverand at last making tlx ir escape. 
As the soldiers searched tliearc ne of the 
fight, for the Hounded and the plunder 
they came upon a littl« girl, nsgg«d and 
barefooted, hiding among tin 
recks. 
She was a child <1 Mexican blood, and 
when she waa made aware that these 
about her were of her own race and 
friendly she told them her name and 
story. 
"She was Anicfta Chavez, who had 
been ad< pted into the family of a ranch­ 
man named P«<*k, living near C alaba- 
sas, A. T. 
On the previous Aj ril 27. 
when Geronimo made his bloody raid 
into the Santa Cruz valley, he killed 
Mrs, Peek and her young child, but 
earriinl Aaiceta into captivity. That be 
should do so surprising a thing as to 
spare her life was due probably to the 
fact that in ease of ultimately being 
compelled to surrend« r to the United 
States troops he might secure b* tter 
terms by having a prisoner to deliver 
up to the whir« s. 
So the girl was hur­ 
ried along with her captors and com­ 
pelled to witness the other murders that 
they committed after their slaughter at 
the Peck ranch. 
“ It was hard work for her to keep up 
with her captors, but her life depended 
on it. F< verffi t inn s that day the squaws 
would have killed her, but Geronimo 
would net suffer it, though he allowed 
them to abuse and beat her to their 
hearts’ content 
But she was onlr at 
the beginning of her troubles. 
From 
the Santa Cruz valley the Indians 
swung back to the 8 i< rra Madre, and 
their long journey through mountains 
and desert was a rough and cruel one. 
The Indians, pursued ceaselessly by 
troops on both sides of the Mexican bor­ 
der, traveled all day, never stopping 
for two nights in the same place. Their 
one meal a day, which they ate at night, 
consisted usually of horseflesh, but if 
this were lacking and they were not

Whe n found by the Mexicans, 
she was in good condition physically 
and mentally, except that she was worn 
by fatigue and exposure, and her face 
was swollen from the beatings of the 
squaws 
Soon after her recapture the 
Mexicans delivered her to the United 
States authorities, who took measures 
to restore b ir to he* friends. I saw her 
soon after her return to Arizona—a 
brown faced, dark eyed child, handsome, 
as all Amei'tcan children are, and show­ 
ing no sigiih of the hard experiences of 
her two u baths’ captivity with the 
crudest Inc Una that live. ’’—New York 
Bun.

Ceremony Followed by the Most Unique 
Feast of Modern Times. 
Max von Binzer, who served as “ a 
page at the Berlin <4oiirt” upon the oc­ 
casion of the doubl ^ {-oval wedding in 
1877, graphically describes the ceremo­ 
ny aud attendant festivities iu The La­ 
dies’ Home Journal. "A t 11 o’clock on 
the morning of th«' 18th of February, 
1877,” he writes, “ the day of the wed­ 
ding, we found ourselves posted again 
en cspali* r down the White hall. As the 
royal procession entered the < hap>el ad­ 
joining a magnific**nt chorus intoned 
one of M«'ndelssohu’s superb psalms. 
The illustrious group ranged themselves 
befor«' the altar, and Dr. Kogel, court 
chaplain, began the impressive ceremo­ 
ny. 
As ihe wedding rings were ex­ 
changed heavy artillery boomed forth 
the king’s salute of 101 guns. The roy­ 
al families exchanged congratulations, 
and the cortege return* d again to the 
White hall for a short reception, and at 
.I o’clock we were summoned again for 
the great v.««king banquet. 
Unques­ 
tionably this banquet was the most 
unique of modern times. 
“ Covers for 100 persons were laid on 
tables arranged in th<* form of a liorse- 
shi*» in th«- Hall c*f Knigbt^ yon«» bn*" 
those of princely blood was to sit at 
these tables. The most noble and dis­ 
tinguished vassals of the emperor were 
to servo their royal master and his 
guests. The Count von W 
and my­ 
self were detailed to Leopold, king of 
Belgium. However, we were but links 
in a chain of notables along which the 
viands were passed to his majesty. Next 
the king au«l immediately back of his 
chair stood th«- commander of an entir«> 
army corps; next iu the rear st«xxl a 
court chamberlain, to whom we handed 
the various dishes. He in turn pussed 
them to the general, who personally 
served King Leopold. 
The emperor, 
William I, was served by the most pow­ 
erful nobles of the empire. Ckmnt von 
StolbergWernigerode, grand master of 
the hunt, carved the game; Prin« *' von 
Pless, the grand cup bearer, filled his 
imperial majesty’s crystal goblet with 
the rarest wines of the ‘Vaterlaud.* 
But, curiously enough, none of the re­ 
cipients of this remarkable homage 
seemed at ease, with the exception of 
H. R. H. th“ Prince of Wales, who was 
evidently much inter« sted in the Grand 
Duchess of Baden, the lady on his right. 
They alone talked and laughed iu an 
unconstrained manner. The wedding 
ball followed this remarkable banquet.” 


The Saw. 
Pliny says that the saw was first in­ 
vented by Daxlalus, but, according to 
Apollodorus, it was the invention of 
Talus, who used the jawbone of a croco­ 
dile to cut through a piece of wood and 
then made an iron instrument in im ita­ 
tion of it. 
The saw is represented on 
the monuments of Egypt from 2500 to 
3000 B. C. 
As early as A. D. 1322 
sawmills driven by water power were in 
operation at Augsburg, and, it is be­ 
lieved, before this they were in opera­ 
tion iu Paris, driven by the current of 
the S«*ine. The first sawmill erected in 
the Norway pineries was iu 1530. Saw­ 
mills were numerous iu Italy in the six­ 
teenth eentury. They w« re not intro­ 
duced into England until 1063, when a 
native of Holland built one, but was 
compelled to abandon it by the opposi­ 
tion of the populace, carpenters ami 
other artisans, who saw no good in sueli 
a new fangled con tri vane«'.

Had 
People Two Thousand Years Ago 
Borne Practical Convenience«. 
In two of the museums of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati has been investigating these 
heaters and found them to be as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. One of 
them consists of an outer shell 12 
inches in diameter and uer-ly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat henti- 
sphcrically shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal elyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is 10 inches 
in diameter and 12 inches high. The 
two shells are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco 
motiva firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and soldered or 
brazed. These tnbes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the slu lls, thus forming a water tube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used with this 
heater and was placed on the grate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings farmed by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 5.6 inches above the grate. The 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the fonn of an urn, while the inner 
shell rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 17.6 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream

FACTORY SY ST E M S IN SW ITZERLAND. 


Skilled Watchmaker« W ill Not Work by 
American Method«. 
It is most interesting to compare the 
different methods by means of which 
the highest grade of mechanical perfec­ 
tion is attained in various countries. 
Notwithstanding the high character of 
American watches, for example, the 
finest Swiss watches will retain their 
great reputation. 
The Swiss workman 
receives the parts from the manufacturer 
iu the rough, takes them to his home, 
puts his best individual skill into the 
finishing and assembling and brings the 
completed watches to his employer. 
The latter inspects the work, and out of 
a batch of, say. 50 watches he selects 
five or six as worthy of his attention 
and puts the others into the regular 
trade under some general trade name. 
The selectedwatcheskereadjusts, work 
lug over them for days, weeks and 
months before he considers* hem worthy 
to bear his own name, aW it is these 
watches which go to those who not only 
have the money to buy, but also the 
patience to w ait 
A prominent firm of American jew­ 
elers, chafing under the inconveniences 
of this old world method of doiDg 
things, sought to introduce American 
methods and see if the highest grade of 
Swiss watches could not be made more 
methodically. A factory was built, en­ 
ticing rates of wages were offered to the 
most skillful workmen, and *ho experi­ 
ment was tried. 
But, alas, the Swiss 
workman soon found that no regular 
wages could pay him for his loss of lib­ 
erty. To be on hand whc n the whistle 
blew in the morning, to have his stated 
hour for dinner and# his fixed hour for 
quitting at night—these restrictions he 
could not long stand. Formerly he had 
worked when he felt like it and stopped 
when it pleased him, and when he was 
paid for one job he took his own time 
to begin the next, generally waiting 
until his funds ran low. The factory 
plan did not work for long, and the idle 
building now bears silent testimony to 
the Swiss love for independence, which 
is as much a factor in present life as it 
has been in past history.—Caasier’s 
Magazine.

LUXURIOUS CUGENI8. 


Under Her R ole Paris Became a Scene ot 
Extravagant Fairyland. 
There was a sort of intoxication in 
the very atmosphere of Paris, a fever of 
enjoyment—a 
passion 
for 
constant 
amusement, for constant excitement, 
and among women for extravagance in 
dress. 
This was encouraged by the 
court, with the intention of giving an 
impetus to trade and of gaining popu­ 
larity by favoring constant festivities, 
and consequently constant expense. 
In 
the days of Louis Philippe there had 
been grpat moderation in all matters of 
lnxory; the king and queen were aged, 
sensible and economical; the young 
'incesses Were kept within rigid bounds 
example above them. But when the 
emperor came to the tkrone, after a 
period of revolution «id consequent 
commercial stagnation, he wished to 
revive trade, and also to give the pres­ 
tige of splendor to a court which so 
many did not seem to take In earnest 
His beautiful wife, suddenly raised to 
a supreme position for which nothing 
in her previous life had prepared her, 
finding what seemed unlimited means 
within her reach, keenly enjoyed ths 
possibility of procuring everything thal 
pleased her, and enhanced her remark­ 
able personal attractions by all the ad­ 
vantages of exquisite toilet without con­ 
sideration of cost 
Everything that she wore suited her 
admirably. Others tried to imitate her, 
and the general tone became raised. Shs 
had the art of constantly choosing some­ 
thing new and unusual, which attracted 
attention, so that, instead of being sat­ 
isfied with conventional typ«i of silks 
and satins, which formerly had been 
considered sufficient for all occasions, 
every one tried to invent something dif­ 
ferent from others and to improve upon 
what had been seen before.

“ The first of the children captured 
and rescued in the last Apache war was 
Santiago McKin. The other was a little 
10-year e] I Mexican girl, Anil eta C ha­ 
vez. 
On .lune 20. lit Rd, a detachment 
of Mexican trooj • suxprii «*d Chi* f G< re*n- 
irrio’s band 40 m iles rruthcast of Mag­ 
dalena, in Sonora. Fe sudden was their 
attack thai the Indians fled, neath ring 
to cover and at last making tin ir escape. 
As th** soldiers searched Hies* < ne of th* 
fight for the wounded and the plunder 
they came upon a lit ti* girl, lu g g e d and 
b atef coted, im .ii g ann ag th* 
reeks, 
She was a child * f Mexican blend, aud 
when she was made aware that those 
about her were *.f her own race and 
friendly she told them he r name and 
story. 
“She was Ani** ta Chavez, who had 
been ad* pt*d into the fam ily of a ranc h­ 
man named Peck, living near Calaba­ 
sas. A. T. 
On the pr< vious April 27, 
when Geronimo made his bloody raid 
into the Santa Cruz valley, he killed 
Mrs. Peck and ber young child, but 
carried Anieeta into captivity. That he 
should do so surprising a thing as to 
spare her life was due probably to tin* 
fact that in case of ultimately being 
compelled to surrender to th© United 
States troop# he might secure latter 
terms by having a prisoner to deliver 
up to the whites. 
So the girl was hur­ 
ried along with lur captors and com­ 
pelled to witness the other murders that 
they committed after their slaughter at 
th* Peek ranch. 
“ It w as hard work for ber to keep up 
w ith ber captors, but her life depended 
on it. Several tim* * that day the squaws 
would have killed ber, but Geronimo 
would not suffer it, though he allowed 
them to abuse and beat her to their

But she was only at 
the beginning cif ber troubles. 
From 
the Santa Cruz valley the Indians 
swung back to the Si* rra Madre, and 
their los.g journey through mountains 
and desert was a rough and cruel one. 
The Indians, 
pursued ceaselessly by 
troop- on both sides of the Mexican bor­ 
der, traveled all day, never stopping 
for two nights in the same place. Their 
tau* meal a day, which tin y ate at night, 
consisted usually of horseflesh, but if 
this were lacking and they were not 
too closely followed the band scattered, 
the bucks In search of small game and 
the women to gather snakes, lizards,

DOUBLE ROYAL W EDDING. 


C erem ony F o llo w ed b y th e M oat I n lq u e 
F ea st o f M odern T im e*. 
Max von Blazer, who served as “ a 
page at the Berlin court” upon the oc­ 
casion of the doubl y { oval wedding in 
is77, graphically describes the ceremo­ 
ny and attendant festivities in The La­ 
dies’ Hem** Journal. “ At l l o ’clock on 
the morning of th© 18th of February, 
1877,” he writes, “ the day of the wed­ 
ding, we found ourselves posted again 
en ©spa] ii r down the White hall. As the 
royal procession entered th** chapel ad­ 
joining a magnificent chorus intoned 
on© of Mendelssohn'a superb psalms. 
The illustrious group rangs'd themselves 
before the altar, aud Dr. Kogel, court 
chaplain, began the impressive ceremo­ 
ny. 
As th** wedding rings were ex­ 
changed heavy artillery boomed forth 
the king’s salute of 101 guns. The roy­ 
al fam ilies exchanged congratulations, 
and the cortege returned again to the 
Whit* hall for a short reception, and at 
5 o ’clock we were' summoned again for 
the great w< V .ing banquet. 
Unques­ 
tionably this bantin* t was the most 
unique of modern times. 
“ Covers for UH) p* rsoos were laid on 
tables arranged in th** form of a horse­ 
shoe in th** H all of Knights. None but 
th os** cf princely blood was to sit at 
these tables. 
The most noble and dis­ 
tinguished vassals of the emperor were 
to serve their royal master and Ins 
guests. The Count von W 
and m y­ 
self were* detailed to Leopold, king of 
Belgium. 
However, we wi re but links 
iii a chain of notabh s along which the 
viands were passed to his majesty, N ext 
the king aud immediately back of his 
chair stood th* commander of an entire 
army corps; rn xt in the rear stood a 
court chamberlain, to whom w e handl'd 
the various dishes. 
H© in turn passed 
them to th* 
general, who personally 
served King Leopold. 
Th*- empTor, 
William I, was served by the most pow­ 
erful nobles et th** empire. 
(Arnut von 
Sfolbcrg WVruigerode, grand master of 
the hunt, carved the gam* ; Prince von 
Pl* ss. the grand cup beare r, filled his 
imperial majesty's crystal goblet w ith 
the rarest wines of the ‘Vaterlaud. ’ 
But, curiously enough, none cif the re 
ripieuta of this remarkable honing** 
seemed at ©as*', with the * .weption of 
H. Ii. H. the Prince of Wales, who wan 
evidently much interested in the Grand 
Duchess of Buch u, the lady oil his right. 
Tbt-y alone talk' d and laughed in an 
unconstrained uiaum r. 
The wedding 
ball followed this remarkable banquet. ”

AN C IE N T W A T E R HEATERS. 


P e o p le 
T w o 
Th ousan d Years A g o 
H ad 
Borne Practical C onveniences. 
In two of the museums of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2 ,0 0 0 
years ago. 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati lins been investigating these 
heaters and found them to be as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
inches in diameter and nearly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi- 
spherically sh ailed top. Inside this shell 
is an internal elyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is IO inches 
in diameter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells are connected at tile bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. 
The grate 
was formed of seven tulles made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and soldered or 
brazed. 
These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably* used w ith this 
heater and was placed on the grate 
through an opening 4.8 indies high aud 
4 inches wide, closed by u beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tulles cross­ 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 5.6 inches above the grate. 
The 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an urn, while the inner 
shell rises from a water tills' grate to 
an opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 17.6 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, although, of course, it is mach 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. 
It 
has been suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
M ine as well as water, which sugges­ 
tion appears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state that the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. It may be that 
they were found in one of the term pod! 
or cafes, of which there were several in 
Pompeii.—Boston Transcript.

FACTORY SYSTEMS IN SWITZERLAND. 


S killed W atchm aker* W ill N ot W ork by 
A m erican M ethod*. 
It is most interesting to compare the 
different methods by means of which 
the highest grade of mechanical perfec­ 
tion is attained in various countries 
Notwithstanding the high character of 
American u'atches, for example, the 
finest Su iss watches will retain their 
great reputation. 
The Bmuss workman 
receives the parts from the manufacturer 
in the rough, takes them to his home, 
puts his best individual skill into the 
finishing and assembling aud brings the 
completed ^catches to his employer. 
The latter inspects the work, and out of 
a batch of, say, 50 watches he selects 
five or six as worthy of his attention 
and puts tho others into the regular 
trade under some general trade name. 
The selectedw atchoshereadjusts, work 
lug over them for days, weeks aud 
months before he con ai der j/t hem worthy 
to bear his own name, a t t it is these 
watches which go to those who not only 
have the money to buy, but also the 
patience to wait. 
A prominent firm of American Jew­ 
elers, chafing under the inconveniences 
of this old world method of doing 
things, sought to introduce American 
methods and see if the highest grade of 
Swiss watches could not be made more 
methodically. A factory was built, en­ 
ticing rates of wages were offered to the 
most skillful workmen, and “ho experi­ 
ment was tried. 
But, alas, the Swiss 
workman soon found that no regular 
wages could pay him for his loss of lib­ 
erty. To be on hand when (he w histle 
blew in the morning, to have his stated 
hour for dinner and his fixed hour for 
quitting at night—-these restrictions he 
could not long stand. Formerly he had 
worked when he felt like it and stopped 
when it pleased him, and when he was 
paid for one job he took his own time 
to begin the next, generally w aiting 
until his funds ran low. The factory 
plan did not. work for long, and the idle 
building now bears silent testimony to 
the Swiss love for independence, which 
is a* much a fat tor in present life as it 
has been in past history.—Cashier’I 
Magazine.
